ouse of defendant's father. They met a 
13-year-old brother of the defendant, and 
asked him if they could get any whiskey. He 
said that they could not until his father came. 
Then the defendant came along, and the 
witness asked him could they get some 
whiskey. He asked them how much they 
would take. The witness said that he would 
take a gallon, and the boy said that he 
Reltenadi-tae could get them that. Putting a 
bag on his back, the defendant then went 
up to a hill som. distance from the house 
and returned with a gallon jar of poteen. 
He was going into the house to measure it 
when the witness teld him that they were 
Civic Guards, and that they wanted his name. 
The defendant ran away, but witness pur- 
sued and t him. 

Mr. T. E. Conaghan (for the defendant) 
asked who owned the trap. . 

Superintendent Galligan—You need not 
state that. 

The witness sai. that they had it as a sort 
of disguise. As a further disguise he had 
a growth of beard and ragged clothes. He 
and the other sergeant, who was also dis- 
guised, represented themselves as purchasers 
of poteen. 

Mr, Conaghan—If, five years ago, you had 
heard of an R.I.C. man doing such a ming, 
you would have denounced him as an exampie 
of tyranny and all the rest of it. You are

Witness—I am not a »it ashamed. We are 
trying to put down the traffic. . 

Sergeant Grennan also gave evidence, and 
was asked by Mr. Conaghan whether he knew 
that by his action in purchasing poteen he 
had committed a criminal offence. 

Witness—I am not aware of it. . 

Mr. Conaghan said that the witness had 

aided and abetted in a felony. The case was 
the most contemptible that had ever been 
brought up by any force. He was sorry that 
the Civic Guard had stooped to what they 
had done. They committed a felony for the 
purpose of discovering a felony. He asked 
the District Justice to show his contempt for 
the action of the Guards by dismissing the 
case. 
Superintendent Galligan said that he very 
much appreciated the action of the Guards, 
and their ability. Extreme measures had to 
be taken to put a stop to the poteen traffic. 
It was not by going about with helmets on 
their heads that they would do it. They had 
to adopt disguises. 

District Justice Walsh said that he 
sympathised with the Guards in trying to 
suppress the traffic in poteen, but there was 
something more important that the suppres- 
sion of the poteen traffic, and that was that 
there shodid Se popular confidence in the 

way in which the Guards administered the 
| law, and that there should be the greatest 
possible feeling of security that every citizen 
would be treated fairly by the people who 
administered the law. Frankly, he disliked 
the methods that were employed in that case. 
It was quite true that in the past they did 
denounce a British police force in this country 
for adopting such methods. While the poteen 
traffic must be put down, he disliked the idea 
of inducing people to commit offences, 
especially young boys, and then attempting 
to make them liable. He appreciated the 
motives of the Guards, but it was a very 
bad procedure. and not one that must be 
followed. Poteen must be suppressed in 
éther wavs. He would mark the case proved, 
but would not inflict’ any penalty.

APPEAL TO THE GOVERNMENT. 


At a meeting of the Co. Donegal Executive 
of the Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ Association 
Mr. J. Canning, Rathmullen, said that there 
was ‘acute ers Sa aléng. the Donegal ‘sea- 
board last winter, and certainly the conditions 
were no better now. The people were taxed 
beyond their paying capacity. Now with 
an embargo on all commodities, even on the 
very necessaries of life, what were the people 
to do, and how were distress and black want 
to be averted unless the Governmen came 
to the assistance of the people by developin 
the fishing industry, which was the natur 
calling of those in the seaboard district, 
where the distress was most acute? 

He moved that they express satisfaction at 
the action of the Minister for Fisheries in 
having visited the ports and harbours of the 
Free State, in order to obtain first-hand 
information regarding the conditions pre- 
vailing in the different fishing centres around 
the coast. This Association being convinced 
that on visiting Donegal the Minister must 
have realised the vast possibilities lying 
behind its sea fisheries, now urge him to 
exhort the Government, in order to avert 
distress in the seaboard districts of Donega! 
during the coming winter, to devise ways and 
means of having the fishing industry deve- 
loped to its fullest, without further delay. 
Mr. Hugh O'Donnell seconded the motion; 
which was passed.

BRITISH BOARD OF TRADE 
RETURNS.

EIGHT MONTHS SHOW HUGE 
INCREASES. 


The Board of Trade returns issued yester- 
day show that the imports for August were 
of the vaiue of £102,196,492, which is approx- 
mately $6,000,000 less than in July, and 
£20,000,000 less than in the record month of 
this year—May. The total value, however, is 
an increase over the corresponding month 
of last vear of nearly £14,000,000, and 
£18,000,000 above the figure returned for 
August, 1922. The exports amounted to 
£66.288,294, or £5,000,000 less than in Jaly, 
which month showed the record for exports 
up to August 31 for the year. As compared 
with the same month last year and in 1922, 
the amount is up by approximately £6,000,000. 
Taking into account the foreign and Colonial 
export figures, the total exports stand at 
£75,278,323 for August, an increase of 
£9.090,000 over the same month last year. 

As reflecting the trend of commerce and 
industry the values of the imports for the 
past eight months show an increase of 
£104,000,000 over the same riod in 1923, 
and over £157,000,000 more than during the 
same eight months in 1922. 

Set against this are the total exports for 
that period, valued at £526,056,585, which 
ig an increase of about £24,000,000 over 1925, 
and nearly £54,000,000 above 1922. Foreign 
trade. reflected by the shipping returns, siiows 
that 700 more vessels enter British ports 
during August than in the same month a 
year ago, and their tonnage was 600,000 mora. 
It is noteworthy that 41,707 loads of hewn 
wood were imported from Russia during the 
month of August, against 4,990 tons last 
year, and nene in 1998. and 106,818 loads of 
soft timber against 96,201 loads in 19%. 

As regards Germany, Great Britain toox 
5.600 tons of special steel billets, slabs, etc., 
rainst only tons last year; 5,184 tons 
of sheet bars and tinplate bars, against none 
in 1923; 465,301 complete clocks and watches,

MOTOR CYCLING. 


AMATEUR TOURIST TROPHY RACE. 
DOUGLAS, Thursday. 

Leonard Randles, a young rider of Chester, 
ranks aS the premier road racing cyclist among 
private owners, for to-day he won the Amateur 
Tourist Trophy Race for the second successive 
occasion in a field of twenty-seven. He ode 
mscnifcently, and the cheers which greeted his 
finish were the spontancous tribute of the 
thousands who saw one of the finest performances 
ever achieved in the Isle of Man. For five laps of 
the thirty-seven and a-half miles course—that is, 
a total distance of 187 miles—he rode fearlessly 
and well. As the holder of the trophy he was 
first to start, and the honour was never wrested 
from him. There was a time when it seemed that 
he would share the common fate of Manx trophy 
holders by suffering early elimination, for toward 
the completion of the second lap he fell at the 
dreaded Governor's Bridge, where the hairpin bend 
had heen rendered treacherous by recent rain. 
Rut his fall was not a severe one, and getting to 
his feet he grabbed his fallen machine and was 
off again in less than a minute. 

As the twenty-seven competiters were despatched 
at minute iatervals the indicator registered the 
fact that Randles was going rovnd in great 
style, and within ten minutes of the last man 
leaving he was round again, having completed a 
circuit in 39 minates 36 seconds, to win a lead of 
over » minnte from R. ©. Lowe, the well-known 
London rider. 

Meanwhile, the high pace and the treacherous 
corners were demanding their victims. In the first 
lap Crosthwaite, of Southport: Birkin, of Notts; 
lowe, of London; and Houghton, of Leicester, 
all fell at Governor’s Bridge, and all continued, 
though Crosthwaite had to stop for adjustments at 
the end of the circuit. Then Marsden. one of the 
Manx hopes, retired, and Drabble, of Mexborough, 
was siopped by the officials, who, after examining 
his brakes, allowed him to continue. But 
Manx hopes were still high, for Quintin 
Smith, .the Triumph _ rider, had put in 
n fast second lan, and approached to 
within five minutes of Randies. Archibald, who had 
been lying third, crashed at Laurel Bank and re- 
tired, though. unharmed, and there were further 
casualties at the bridge, included among the fallen 
being 4. Cunliffe. ef Liverpool, and A. Louks. of 
irmingham. Hogz. another Manx ‘rider, had 
engine trouble at Sulby Bridge, and retired. Aft 
the end of three ‘aps Randies was still in the lead, 
and his time of 1 hour 59 minales 57 seconds in- 
dicated a speed of nearly 68 miles an hour. 
Qnintin Smith had lost a few seconds, and 
Brown, the Seottish rider, from Larkhall, had won 
his way to third place. just over 6 mins. behind the 
leader. Long, of Cinderford, and Cheston, of 
Burton, retired during the third circuit, and - 
son, of Southport, proceeded after a spectacular fall 
at Governor's Bridge. Randles rode in to the re- 
plenishment sheds at the end of four laps a leader 
by over eight minutes from R. C. Brown in 2 hours 
39 n.inutea 32 seoonds, and after quickly refilling 
his tank, he went off on the final circuit to the 
accompaniment of terrific cheering. 

Well aware ‘of the strong positoin he held, 
Randles rode discreetly on his final lap, taking no 
chances at the corners, while Rrown made a great 
effort on his Junior machine. There was some sus- 
pense while the indicator denoting Randles’ position 
remained stationary for some time at Ramsey, but 
at last it moved, and the spectators knew that the 
holder was tackling the mountain climb prior to 
the home stretch. Eventually he was signalled at 
Governor's Bridge, and in a few seconds he crested 
the hill and rode over the finishing line to retain 
the trophy. Nine minutes elapsed and Brown rode 
home, to be followed in after a minute by 


monds. t 

Except for his fall in the second lap, Randles 
had had 1 no-trouble ride. Brown won the frophy 
for the first man to finish on a Junior machine. 
The fret Manxman to finish was Quintin Smith, 
who brought his Triumph into sixth place 17 mine.

THE DAVIS CUP CHALLENGE ROUND. 
PHILADELPHIA, Seplember 11. 

In contrast with the overpowering heat of the 
recent Davis Cup matches between France and 
Australia, the challenge round began to-day in 
bright sunshine. tempered with a cool nreeze. 
and many of the spectators wore overcou:s or 
sweaters. In the first match hetween W. 7 
Tilden (United States) and G. L. Patterson (Aus- 
tralia), after Patterson had taken the lead by 
winning three games on his brilliant service, the 
American broke through, and then by masterly 
placings won the set 6-4. In the next set Tilden, 
who had now thoroughly warmed to the game. 
began a long range bombardment of his rival’s 
backhand, and won the set, 6-2, without being ex- 
tended. The American champion. while not 
Scoring service aces, was getting his first ball 
over with such severity and with such length. to 
his opponent's hackhand that Patterson was 
unable to reach the net and volley, and when he 
aitempted to half-volley Tilden’s ce and cut 
were so effective that the Australian constantly 
found the net. Tilden, playing from the back of 
the court, made a series of dazzling placings down 
the side lines, and, passing Patterson repeatedly, 
easily won the third set at 6-2. 
When the second match began hetween Vincent 
Richards (U.S.A.) and P. O'Hara Wood (Australia), 
the spectators’ stand, which holds 10,000, was 
nearly full. Richards, who was wearing a heavy 
sweater, served first. Wood's fast pace and 
splendid placing shots were at first too much for 
Richards, but he soon found himself, and, by brisk 
volleying and severe serving. won the set, 6-3. 
Richards made few errors, and played a careful 
driving game. second set also went to the 
American, mainly through the persistence with 
which he came up to net and volleyed past the 
Australian. 
In the third set Richards succeeded in keeping 
Wood on the base line, and made frequent kills, 
but, nevertheless, the Australian in a remarkable 
rally almost turned the tide bv winning three 
straight games, The effort did not last, and

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EDWARD. ‘BRUCE IN IRELAND. 


If Irish history is to be written correctly, 
a vast amount of specialist study must 
‘be done. Link by link the chain of the 
true story of Ireland must be forged. Miss 
Olive A , @ Dublin scholar, has 
made notable contribution to Irish 
history in her well-written and thoroughly 
|} documented study of one of the most im- 
portant turning points in the fortunes of 
our island—the invasion by Kdward Bruce 
in 1315. No student can afford to miss 
this interesting and valuable volume. 

The readiness with which the most of 


alter the Anglo-Norman invasion has some- 
times puzzled students; but if we have 
the historic mind, and can picture the 
condition of Ireland in the twelfth century, 
with its want. of political unity and seem- 
ing inability to attain it—if, too, we can 
visualise Henry as he loomed in the 
medieval mind—we can understand what 
was in the mind of the Irish kings and 
chiefs. For over a hundred years the in- 
vasion prospered, and in 1280 Edward I. 
summoned an Irish Parliament to see if a 
larger number of Irishry could be admitted 
to English law. Reaction, however, set 
in. The- piecemeal nature of the opera- 
tions invited a struggle; the King’s law 
was a half-hearted thing at the best—and 
so the invasion of Edward Bruce struck 
down the movement towards assimilation 
and initiated the Celtic revival ‘ which 
culminated in the Elizabethan struggle. 
The invasion by Bruce marked the failure 
of the inrasion by Strongbow. 

Robert. Bruce, liberator of Scotland, 
was a maker of history. The brilliance 
and success of his enterprise inspired the 
Irish rising, of which the plan was laid, 
Miss Armstrong suggests, as early as 1506, 
during the long winter in Rathlin. Robert 
saw visions of a Celtic union. Not only 
did he support Edward’s adventure in Ire- 
land, but he sought to raise Wales. 
1314 Robert won his historic victory. 
During that year Ireland was depleted of 
men and supplies, and thus the Anglo- 
Irish power was enfeebled when, to Eng- 
land’s surprise, the startling raid was 
made in 1315. Bruce showed himself a 
skilful general and a kingly leader. He 
found the Irish chiefs men of indifferent 
trustworthiness and responsive only to the 
strong hand: He was successful as a 
leader because he was determined to suc- 
ceed. In May, 1316, he was made King 
of Ireland and crowned at Dundalk. At 
the high point of his military success the 
Irish chiefs and people rallied to him. He 
was now triumphant, even boastful, and 
he invited his brother, the King ol Scot- 
land, to come over to join him in a circuit 
of the Irish Kingdom. What he ignored, 
to his cost, was the independent spirit 
and virility of the towns. 

Miss Armstrong is particularly interest- 
ing in her account of the medieval towns 
of Ireland and the first stirrings of an 
Trish middle class. The armies of Bruce 
camped at Castleknock—eight miles from 
Dublin—but the city was robust in its 
resistance; Bruce was rebuffed, and the 
beginning of the end was signalled. Then 
in 1317 came the excommunication of Eng- 
land’s rebels by Pope John. ‘The news, ' 
as Miss Armstrong says, “fell like a 
bombshell on the Court of Edward Bruce.” 
His Irish allies and adherents were 
alarmed. His chief supporter, O'Neill, 
protested to the Pope, but his protest was 
passed on to the King of England. 
Bruce’s adventure thus suffered a sad dis- 
couragement. In the following year 
hostilities were renewed, and at the 
historic battle of Faughart Bruce was de- 
feated and slain. 

The invasion was over. It had been 
accompanied by war and famine and 
misery, and it had failed. Yet if Bruce 
failed to oust the English Crown, he 
injured its prestige and undid the assimila- 
tion of the races and traditions which had 
been proceeditfZXY The Government learnt 
little by the bloody episode. It neglected 
to strengthen the towns Which had been 
its strength. It was content to accept the 
racial struggle and behave as in an enemy 
country. Energy was spent wastefully in 
France, while Ireland was neglected, and 
the Crown left the nation to the mercy of 
the Anglo-Norman lords. The growth oí 
unity was checked, and a miserable 
chapter of our island-stoty opened.

THE HISTORY OF ART. 

The Americans take nothing for granted, 
and the works of American cw Gi, sear 
even when they show no great originality, 
are refreshing reading. Dr. Mather, Pro- 
fessor of Art in Princeton University, has 
written a history of Italian painting 
which contains nothing startlingly novel, 
but its thorough treatment of its subject, 
setting forth facts in a scientific lucidity, 
with copious illustrations, is something 
more than an introduction to its sub- 
ject. Perhaps, the author’s tendency to 


exaggerated: but this is a common trait 
with academic writers, and makes their 
books the more easily assimilated by 
students whose knowledge is elementary. 
M. Elie Faure’s History of Art, which 
has been translated by Mr. Walter Pach, 
comprises four volumes, and the last, of 
which the translation now appears, is 
devoted to modern art. Dedicated to 
Renoir, it is the work of one fully in sym- 
pathy with the modern spirit. To M. 
Faure, who can write with equally vital 
appreciation of ancient and of Renais- 
sance art, even the strangest excesses of 
the futurists are not incomprehensible, 
_and he teaches us to look at them with an 
understanding eye. The book is remark- 
ably well produced, and the excellent 
paper allows fine photographic reproduc- 
tions of the works discussed. The author 
arranges his matter by countries, devoting 
a chapter apiece to Flanders, Holland. 
Spain, two chapters to France, and 
another to England. Then he deals with 
the conflict of romanticism and 
materialism, and surveys the new move- 
ment rising like a spontaneous gesture 
through Europe. 

The author’s wide i1:tellectual vision is 
illustrated im a series of expancinz 
synoptic tables, inserted at the end of the 
bcok, by means of which the progress of 
art throughout the countries of the world 
is traced in chronological columns. These 
tables are useful to the student who wishes 
to see art in an international proportion. 
As we run through the volume again, ad- 
miring the calm dignity of Van de Velde’s 
‘Sea Fight,”’ de Hooch’s “In the 
House,” El Greco’s gentle, nervous 
Spaniards, Watteau’s exquisites and Con- 
stable’s dreamy country, we may under- 
stand the dizzy landscapes of Cézanne and 
Renoir’s fleshy people, but we hardly feel 
comforted by the new tendencies.

RECENT FICTION, 

The French type of detective story has no 
better exponent than Mr. A. E. W. Mason, 
whose stories are placed in France, and, in 
their characterisation and subtlety of idiom, 
seem actually to have been composed in 
French. Mr. Mason’s new book is not his 
most ingenious, but it is the most probable 
and most convincing. There is, moreover, a 
pleasant atmosphere which keeps the reader's 
enjoyment free of sordid preoccupation 
with crime. There is a murder, of course, 
at the start, in a pleasant French town just 
in sight of Mr. Mason’s beloved Alpine 
country. The young Englishman who tries 
to solve the mystery works with a droll, 
vain, Frenchman of genius, who is one of 
the most fascinating investigators under 
whom we ever hunted down a villain. One 
naturally suspects, in a modern detective 
story, the person least worthy of suspicion ; 
yet it will be a cunning reader who antici- 
pates that inimitable detective’s revelations, 
or riddies out the means by which the mur- 
der was committed.

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SERGEANT’S NARROW ESCAPE 


Two young men named Bernard Brady and 
Michael Callaghan, Corcashel, Belturbet, 
were charged before Mr. Hannan, District 
Justice, at Belturbet, with taking part in an 
armed raid on the house of Philip Flanagan, 
Keeney, Cloverhill, on the night of the 4th 
September last, and with attempting to shoot 
Sergeant O'Sullivan and Guards Flatley and 
Morgan on the same night.

He made a grab at him and missed him. 
Next three other men rushed past, with the 
two guards in pursuit. The witness and the 
two guards got on their bicycles and gave 
chase, when fire was opened on them. The 
night was dark, but the witness could see 
the flash of the gun about ten or twenty 
vards away. In all, six shots were fired. 
The second shot singed his eyebrow. They 
thought it useless to continue the chase, see- 
ing that the men were armed. . 

Next morning the witness, in company 
with the same two guards, went to the house 
of Bernard Brady, the prisoner. Brady was 
in bed. His trousers were muddy up to the 
knees, and there was mud on his boots. He 
said that he got the mud in the lane leading 
to the house. He placed Brady under arrest. 
At this stage the prisoners were remanded.

ANNUAL GATHERING IN 
DUBLIN. 

Delegates to the annual conference im 
Dublin of the Irish Merchant Tailors’ Associa- 
tion, were entertained to dinner at Jurys 
Hotel, last night, by the Dublin Master 
Tailors’ Association. Xe. John Kelly, Chaur- 
man of the Dublin body, presided.
